)S an honeft cencesn for the public 
good, is my only inducement to fend 
you fome account of the effects and na- 
ture of Warp’s medicine, which the 
late letter under the lord chief Baron’s 
own hand, printed feveral times, has 
ewes Now made altogether neceflary; I doubt 
not but you will readily give ita place in your Paper.

wherein Warp’s pi// and drop occafioned a paralytic 
diforder, in oppofition to this Cafe of the baron’s. 2dly, 
Some others, out of the many I am acquainted with, 
where death has quickly eufued upon, or been much ha- 
fiened by the taking of them. 3dly, [tf I fhew that this 
famed noffrum is a real poifon. And 4thly, to what tribe 
it belongs. 






CASE I. A gentleman of a middle age, of a very ro- 
but and ftrong habit of body, having no other diforder 
but fome of the common fymptoms of the fcurvy, was a- 
bout 3 months ago brought to take one of thefe drops, 
and twe of the pills. The drop worked very roughly ; 
but he went on, in hopes of being made quite found by 
this pretended Catholicon, and took one pi//. That car- 
ried on the difturbance, and fo fhook his conftitution, 
that he broke out all over his body ; with many other dif- 
orders, too tedious to mention. He goes to Warp him- 
felf, tells his complaints, and asks farther advice, which 
was given him, That he muft take more pills. He 
bought four more ; but upon taking one, became fo fhat- 
ter’d with its violence, that kis under jaw became para- 
lytic; fo that without the affiftance of his hand, he could 
Rot move it up or down: the eruptions increafed and 
grew troublefome, in fome parts leaking a fharp ichor. 
He recovered the ufe of his jaw in a little time, but lan- 
guifh’d, with vain hopes, that other diforders would 
mend. But the tendons of his initeps and of the backs of 
his hands {welled : he had a general weaknefs of his joints 
all over his body, the tendonous parts apt to fwell upon 
any little exercice, and be painful. His head grew much 
dilturbed ; he almoft loft his hearing of his right ear, and 
had a continual noife in it ; his eyes grew watry and fore, 
and fo weak he could not read five minutes at a time, 
without pain and fmarting. In this declining ftate, he 
fell into a fever about 3 weeks ago; but by {afer reme-

¢ could make no manner of ufe of them, attended with 
$revous ficknefs, and vomiting almoft continually. She 
apply’d for relief to thofe in the phytical way near hand, 
or fhe was then in one of the lodges in Windior-forelt 5 
ut they being unable to relieve her, fhe was brought to 
ondon about the 2d of Oét. has received fome benefit 
ere, and is in a way of recovery. 


Ithall in the 2d place relate fome cafes which have 
Proved mortal. 
— Ill. Ezz. Moor, fervant to Mrs. Burton, 
- ing’s-ftreet, near St. Ann’s-church, aged 34. fubjeét 
0 hyfteric fits, advifed with Mr. Warp firft of all on 
— F%ly 5, 1734, he ordered her to take his pi//, the 
COK one that night, which had no operation at all, fo 

tthe went about her buiinc/s. The Tue/day night fal- 


lowing fhe took another, which operated no more than 
the firft. Then fhe went to Mr. Warp again, who ad- 
vifed her to take another, which fhe did the next Wed- 
ne/day night, being Fu/y the roth 5 this operated no more 
than the others that night: but the next day fhe was ta- 
ken very ill at a neighbour’s houfe, and was brought 
home in a coach, {creaming and crying out of an into- 
lerable pain in her ftomach and guts, declaring to her 
friends who ftood by, that the pi// had killed her. Her 
pulfe was fcarcely to be felt, fhe had cold {weats, fell in- 
toconvulfions, and died about 3 0’ clock on Fridy morn- 
ing the 12th. 


CASE IV. Hester Sraps, a waiter at the 
Bagnio, Charing-crofs, aged about 45, of a moderate 
flrong conftitution, and troubled with no other dif- 
temper, but fome {mall fcorbutic pimples, which ufed 
to break out {pring and fall, would needs try Warp’s Pa- 
nacea. The firlt dofe fhe fay’d vomited and purged her times 
beyond numbering, and brought upon her many difor- 
ders: fhe hoping, that repeating the like medicine would 
cure them, took a third dofe ; but inftead of curing them, 
it brought on a violent diforder and pain in her head, lofs 
of appetite, an inward continual fever, or fever on the 
fpirits, with great dejeétions and lownefs of {pirits, and 
continual griping pain in her bowels. She grew from 
hence pleuretic and pthifical. But more than all thefe, 
the third dofe threw out all over her body a mot violent 
leprofy. This difeafe fhe never had any fign of before, 
but now it was fo violent, that the fcales which came off 
her were very offenfive. Thus fhe miferably waited away, 
and the beginrfing of this month died ; which was about 
2 months from her taking the third dofe from Warp. 

CASES V and VI. Joun Wooren, aged 36, and DaniEv 
his brother 34, being pthifical, took Warp’s drop; and 
Danizx took one of his pills befides. They both had the 
drop mixed in a decottion of raifins, which they took near 
two monthe,but grew much worfe; and Dani eu’s pi// burft 
a veffel within him in the working, and forced up a quan- 
tity of blood. He died about 4 days after, and his bro- 
ther Joun the next day. They were chairmen in Lum- 
ley-court in the Strand. 

CASE VII. Mr. T. Kine, baker in St. Giles’s, about 
40 years old, was confumptive, but with the direction 
of an eminent phyfician, grew better. He took one of 
Warop’s pills the 23d of July lait; which vomited him 
for 3 days, then turned downwards, and purged him as 
much, till it brought a quantity of blood with his itools ; 
and the i1ft of Auguf he died. 

CASE VIII. Samuet Gray, middle aged, being 
ill of a confumption in the parifh Work-houfe of St. Geo. 
Hanover-fquare, would needs take Waro’s medicine ; 
he died within an hour after taking the 2d dofe. 

CASE IX. Marcum CamBeELL, about 40 years old, 
of Patin-ftreet, Hanover-fquare, having an ague, took 6 
dofes of Warp’s medicine; but was made fo ill by them, 
that being fent 3 days after to the Infirmary at Hyde-park- 
corner, he could not there be relieved, but died in 5 days. 

CASE X. Mrs. Macee’s daughter, of Carnaby-mar- 
ket, about 5 years of age, was only ill of a rafh, took 3 
dofes, and died the next morning after taking the 3d dofe ; 
it never operating with her. 

CASE XI. Anne Evine, fervant to Mr. Burton, Con- 
duit-ftreet, about 30 years old, had only fcrophulous tu- 
mours on her neck, took 5 dofes of Warv’s medicines, 
and died 2 days after taking the lait dofe. 

CASE XII. Mrs. Girpert, who kept the Horfe- 
fhoe ale-houfe, kflex-ftreet, of a middle age and robuft 
conititution, took one of Warp’s pills the beginning of 
July lat; it vomited her 34, and purged her 22 times. 
She fent for an eminent pk~fician and apothecary the next 
day, who found her vei, . -verifh, thirfty, having continu- 
al teachings to vomit, violent pains in her belly, and, to 
be fhort, with all the fymptoms of bowels a mortifying ; 
}and, what was almoit as bad, the opesation had caufed a 
violent navel rupture: the phyfician ufed his utmoft en- 
deavours to afliit her, but could get nothing to pafs 


through her, but on the morrow-night fhe miferably 
died. 


I fhall now in the 3d place fhew, that this ofrum is 
a polion. 

We may fuppofe all things divided into three claffes. 
The firit are thofe whofe parts are of fuch a friendly 3- 
ture to our bodies, that they are fit to be affimilated, and 
(Q are taken ip large quantities for food. 








The fecond are fuch whole parts are of too powerful a 
nature to be taken in a quantity like diet, but are given in 
{mall dofes to alter the liquids and folids of our bodies, 
when out of order; thefe are called medicines. _ 

The third fort are fuch whofe parts are of fo violenta 
nature, that chey aét in the {malleft dofes too fiercely up- 
on the human fabrick, to be given but upon the moft e- 
mergent occafions, and by the moft skillful hands 5 other- 
wile they prove mortal : thefe are called poifons. 

The pills now in queftion, weigh fome of them more, 
but others only one {ingle grain; (the operation of both 
being fayed to be the fame) and there muft be fomewhat 
added to the medicinal part to form it into a pill s there- 
fore the medicine itfelf in that pill muft confequently be 
le{s than one grain. Now Arjenick, and Sub/imate, which 
is called White Mercury, may be given even in a larger 
quantity, one grain of either of which will caufe no 
greater difturbance, nor endanger a conftitution any 
more than thefe pills generally do : from whence we may 
juftly conclude, that they ought to be ranged among the 
moit inveterate poifons. But as to the dre, there is 
no poifon yet known, which in a dofe of one drop on- 
ly, will aét with the like violence. 


The ‘laft thing I undertook, was to fhew, To what 
tribe of poifons this zo/frym belongs. And here it feems 
difficult to excufe the phyficians and apothecaries of this 
city, who have tacitly fuffered fuch havock to be made, 
without informing the town of the dangerous prepara- 
tions of which thefe pi//s and drops are fo apparently 
made. I mean the five known preparations of Axtimony, 
which for their violence and harfh manner of work- 
ing, are but very rarely preferibed by phyiicians, 
Ignorant and bold quacks generally make thefe arti- 
cles the bafis of their packets; as they are exceeding 
cheap, and will be {ure to let poor people feel they have 
fomewhat for their money. 


The tft is the Gla/s of Antimony: this is fo churlifh 
and harfh an emetic, and cathartic, that it is hardly 
ever prefcribed : however, I have feen one grain of this 
adminiftered at a time, and it feems to work exaétly in 
the fame manner asthefe Warp’s pills. It firlt makes the 
patient grievous fick ; then with griping, and many times 
great contortions of ftomach and bowels, it gives an an- 
certain number of ftrong and very fick vomits; afterwards 
generally goes downwards; and you need not wonder, if 
all this brings on a powertul fweat upon the fturdieft man 
alive. 

The 2d Crocus Metallorum, or Liver of Antimony, 
would, I fuppoie, work in the fame racking manner, if 
given in the fame dofe ; but phyficians, ancient and mo- 
dern, don’t fo much as mention giving this terrible pre- 
paration, any other way than by the infufion of it in wine, 
called the Sack Vomit : and that isa common medicine, 
and works in the very {elf-{ame manner as this reputed 
drop. But as the infufion of it works very roughly and 
violently, it is feldom preferibed but to mad people, and 
in fuch ttubborn diforders, where the hbres require very 
forcible fhocks. This Sack Vomit is very probably the 
fame as Warp’s pretended drop. For | am informed, 
that the author don’t let any one fee him drop one fingle 
drop into his wine: this therefore is a meer amufement; 
our Sack Vomit operating in the fame dofe with his little 
phial, which he calls his drop, viz. half an ouace. 

The 3d is the Regu/us of Antimany, which works in 
the fame dofe and manner, and has the fame emetic wine 
made of it, as the Liver; only it isa little more inclinable 
to purge. Of this matter is formed the Antimony Cup, 
and Perpetual Pil/: but neither of them are thought mild 
and {teady enough to be brought into regular practice. 

The 4th is the Golden Sulphur. This works almott 
exactly as the G/a/s, full as ftrong and violent, if not a- 
bridged in its preparation. 

The sth preparation of Antimony is its Magiffers, 
called Mercurius Vita ; not becaufe there is any common 
quick-filver in it, but rather as it refembies in preparati- 
on a medicine of the learned and famous Paracetsus, 
which he defcribes in the 5th book of his Arcbidix/s. 
Our common Alercurius Vite is only the Batter of An- 
timny, Wathed fiweet from its acid. While in form of 
butter, it is the moit violent corrofive in being: and 
when wafhed, it becomes a white fparkiing powder, call- 
ed alfo A/garott ; one grain of which is fo rugged and 
harfh, working upwards and downwards, with to much 


| pain, and fuch uncertainty with all, that it is {!dom or 
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never prefcribed. Yet this is the reputed medicine which 
thakes the Purging Sugar Plumb, which has dettroyed 
“fo many children. Some through an affinity of the name, 
and becaufe Svi/imate is a half part in the preparing of 
Butter of Antimony, have ignorantly fuppofed it a Mercu- 
rials and upon this charatler, this article has raifed 
“a teputation with perfons of fome note, for being ufeful 


- in venereal cafes. 

‘yee Thefe are indeed medicines more fit for horfes, than 
' * human bodies ; and the Liver of Antimcny is uled to dofe 
vee animal with, but not till the chymift has made it 


ore gentle, than the original preparation directs, as 
well as more cheap. They are all juitable for Quacks in 


‘that refpect, the chymift felling after the rate of 40 


grains of the two latter a penny, and 480 grains of the 
3 former for the fame money. So there are 480 dofes 
for a penny. 

‘There is a receipt to make thefe pills and drop of But- 
ter of Antimony, with the addition of a Lixivium, &c. 
but we think proper to fufpend the full publication, ’till 
the town is more fully convinced of the danger of giving 
fuch deadly poifons. 

That this notorious Pi//and Drop are made of one or 
more of the feregoing articles, I hope, is now put out 
of all difpute; the manner of their working correfpond- 
ing fo exaéUly with thefe, that I think it impoflible to 
know from thence, one from the other: and for this I 
appeal to all who are skillfull in phyfic. The author 
ditcovers hiinfelf by one circumitantial proof, fuflicient 
to fatisfy men of phytical learning 3 which is, that, when 
he would have his P///, or feigned Drop, work down- 
wards, he directs his patients to put common falt into 
the liquid, which they are to drink in the operation. 
This is the known method to change the violent emetic 
effect, which thefe antimonials occafion, into a purgative 
one. Now ict any man tell me, for what other medi- 
cine it is ufed as fuch a corrector. 

To conclude; tho’ the foregoing preparations may 
poflibly relieve {ome diforders ; yet the wifdom of the 
moft learned in phyfic, has made them very cautious in 
adminiftering fuchvery furious medicines,where the fuccels 
is fo precarious. No wonder then, that fuch pretended 
Panarcas thould prove very fatal to this populous city, 
in tne-hands of a man, who acknowledges himfelf intirely 
ignorant of the art cf Phyfic; adminiflering them to all 
forts of perfons, without proper regard to difference of 
fex, or age, or conititution, or difeafe.

Few ina private itation have left the world more to its 
concern, and none to its greater lofs. ‘The many years 
of her widowhood pafs’d entirely in the endeavour to 
make herfelf innocent and uieful, in acts of piety and be- 
neficeace. Agrecable to her notions of religion (and they 
were the pureft and nobleit I ever met with) was her 

ra‘tice of it in every initance : you faw its power in the 
mother and miftrefs, friend and neighbour : the fenie of 
duty govern’d her whole conduct, made it throughout e- 
qual, confittent: her feriou{nefs was not occafional, her 
compofure limited to the church, or the clofet ; fhe was 
always the fame perfon, always undilturbed and unrufiled, 
calm and refigned; free from humour and paflion, from 
the leaft appearance of frowardne(s and impatience, of 
pneafinefs and difcontent. When fhe reprov’d, it was 
with that moderation, that meeknefs, thofe expreflions 
of kindneis and good will, that fhe offended not the 

roudelt fpirit or inflam’d the moft violent. When fhe 
advis’d, it was with fuch a diitruft of her judgment, fuch 
a deference to yours, that fhe might be thought rather 
defirous to know the fentiments of them to whom fhe ap- 
ply’d, than to offer her own. Perional cenfure never 
came from her lips, if the fafety of the innocent render’d 
it not neceflary to be unreferved on the character of the 
guilty. She {poke little, when the converfation turn’d not 
on jome religious or moral point: but her obfervations 
on the ordinary fubjeéts of ditcourfe were fure to be fuch, 
that you clearly perceived, where fhe was filent, it was 
not becaufe fhe knew not what to fay, but becaufe fhe 
judg’d rightly what ought not to be faid. From the {o- 
briety and regularity which fhe requir’d in her domettics, 
the books of piety she was careful to put into their hands, 
the religious exercifes on which fhe obliged them conttant- 
ly to attend, they m ght be imagin’d diffatisfy’d with re- 
ftraints fo unufual, or difpos’d to ridicule a zeal fo fingu- 
Jar, or fo devoted to {pisitual concerns as but ill to dif- 
charge the part they had to aét in temporal. It was the 
very reverie, they lov’d her as their friend, they ho- 
nour’d her as their parent, they mention’d her not but 
in terms of the higheft refpeét and veneration ; you no 
where jaw an attendance more conformable to the ftritt- 
eft rules of decorum and civility. 

My acquaintance with her begun fourteen years fince, 
when fhe liv’d in the parifh ef Fulham. I never heard 
of any in diilreis there that fought in vain her affiftance ; 
fhe was not only willing to relieve fuch as apply’d to her, 
but fie took the utmoft pains to find out fuch as wanted 
relief: you could not give her greater pleafure, than in 
acquaintirig her where her alms would be feafonable : 
there was not I believe (and fpeak upon the belt autho- 
rity) the fingle perfon in that large parifh, helplefs thro’ 
age or fickne!s, of whofe neceffities fhe receiv’d not in- 
formation, and who fhar’d not inflantly her bounty. 
The numbers fhe aflifted, and tlie fums fhe gave were fo 
confiderable, that you would be apt to imagine the fund 
for her domeftic occafions mutt be very difproportionate 
to the figure proper for her to make; that fo much diitri- 
buted abroad would fuffer very little to be fpent at home : 
but there you faw not lefs elegance and plenty, than could 
have been expeéted had fhe conlidered only her friends 
and family ; you never furpriz’d her, all found a reception 
fuitable to their rank, her entertainment of the great 
fhewed the fame generofity that influenc’d her regard to 
the indigent. The praife and reward of virtue fhe fought 
from heaven only, as follicitous to conceal as practice it; 
her good works were publifh’d by thofe they advantag’d 5 
fhe remember’d no kindnefs but what fhe receiv’d, and 
each trifle of that fort never forgot. So eafy and affable, 
fo humble and eandid, that had you pronounced of her 
Worth by any fente of it fhe difcovered, the belt of her 
fex had been levell’d with the meanelt. 

My concern for this excellent perfon makes me forget 


writing her life: and could Ido it juflice, I fhould be 
engag’d in nothing with greater pleafure, except in imita- 
ting it. Receive this imperfc& reprefentation of her, hafli- 
ly drawn up by one who bears no relation to her family, 
who has no dependance upon, or any the leait expecta- 
tions from it: what is here {aid in her praife is but a very 
{mall part of what might be: thoufinds will confirm the 
teltimony I bear her 3 and were truth lels my ftudy than 
Tam willing it fhould be thought, J fhould certainly be 
upon my guard, that I offended not againit it in deieri- 
bing her, whole opinions, words and e¢tions it aloue di- 
tected.
